Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  J/AIty: 

We  have  cause  for  devout  gratitude  to  God,  in  the 
continuance  of  His  Itivour  to  our  Diocese  since  we  last  met.  While  other 
portions  of  the  American  Church  have  feh  the  distracting  influence  of 
j)arty  striie,  we  have  been  blest  with  comparative  harmony  and  peace. 
While  death  has  removed  from  other  Dioceses  an  unusual  number  of  the 
Clergy,  ours  have  mercifully  been  spared.  While  the  onward  progress 
of  truth  has  in  some  places  been  impeded,  we  are  allowed  to  witness  its 
uninterrupted  advance  within  our  own  borders.  For  these  undeserved 
tokens  of  divine  regard,  it  becomes  us  to  Tender  our  humble  thanks  to 
God,  and  to  resolve  upon  renewed  fidelity  in  His  service.

Spent 
a  week  there  in  making  arrangements  for  the  erection  of  buildings  need- 
ful  to  the  Mission.  Officiated  twice  on  the  last  Sunday  in  November  and 
the  Wednesday  following.  The  latter  appointment  was  at  night,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  an  aged  and  infirm  Communicant,  made  at  a  remote  point 
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in  tho  Sottlompnt.  Tlio  night,  too,  was  dark  and  stormy;  still  the  room 
where  we  assembled  was  cnjwded  with  ai)xii)us  hearers,  among  whom 
were  many  females  who  had  gone  on  foot  iVom  two  to  ionr  miles, — show- 
ing  their  de(>p  solicitude  to  be  instructed  in  the  (iospel  of  Christ.  Ttje 
Rev.  Mr.  Thurston  was  with  me  on  these  occasions  and  performed  the 
service. 

On  mv  return,  I  otficiated  in  Lexington,  preaching  and  confirming  o?ie 
person. 

As  1  had  been  summoned  to  attend  the  trial  oftlie  Bishop  of  New  York 
on  the  loth  of  December,  I  was  compelled  to  sns|>cnd  my  labours  in  the 
Diocese  and  hasten  to  that  city.  There  I  was  detained  till  the  middle  of 
January. 

In  regard  to  the  sentence  in  tlie  case  of  the  Bisliop  of  New  York,  our 
duty  is  quiet  submission  to  authority,  filial  symj)athy  for  our  suHering  la- 
ther, and  devout  prayers  that  God  may  disperse  tiie  cloud  now  resting 
upon  him,  and  restoie  to  his  Diocese  and  our  whole  Church  the  sunshine 
of  peace  aiid  good  will.

From  the  above,  it  will  appear  that,  Mit'ii  an  uniisua!  amount  of  travel- 
liiig,  I  have  visited  during  the  past  year  all  the  parishes,  preached  i:il 
times,  conlirmed  215  j)ersons,  examined,  in  all  the  organized  parishes,  the 
children  in  the  Catechism,  administered  the  Holy  Connnunion  38  times, 
ordained  2  Deacons  and  4  Priests. 

The  number  of  our  Candidates  f  )r  Holy  Orders  is  seven:  five  pursuinej 
their  studies  in  the  Diocese,  and  two  in  the  General  Theological  JSemi- 
jiary  of  the  Church.

I  The  Rev.  Robt.  R.  Drane  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese  by  letter 
I  from  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky;  the  Rev.  Edward  M.  Forbes  by  letter  from 
'the  Bishop  of  Alabama;  the  Rev.  John  R.  Lee  by  letter  from  the  Bishop 
of  Virginia;  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Shepherd  by  letter  trom  the  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky;  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Hughes  by  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania; 
the  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Watson  by  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  Since 
the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Stoughton,  and  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Ad- 
lams,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  have  been  ordained  Deacons.  The 
Rev.  John  M.  Robinson,  of  Alabama,  is  still  connected  with  this  Diocese. 
The  present  number  of  Clergy  in  the  Diocese,  therefore,  is,  the  Bishop, 
27  Presbyters,  and  5  Deacons.     In  all  33. 

'  My  visitations  during  the  past  year,  although  in  many  respects  highly 
(encouraging,  have  met  with  some  drawbacks  from  the  unusual  sickness 
'prevailing  in  particular  sections  of  the  State,  which  in  thrcH^  or  four  par- 
iishes  has  operated  to  lessen  the  number  of  conlirmations,  as  well  as  the 
[attendance  U{)on  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel. 

'  The  Diocese  has  just  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  sudden  and  alilict- 
jing  death  of  two  of  its  most  valuable  Laymen,  Geo.  E.  Spruiil,  Esq.,  a 
man  full  of  knowledge  and  wisdom  and  piety,  and  his  oldest  son,  giving 
i promise  of  equal  useiulness  and  distinction,  in  his  following  closely  the 
I  steps  of  the  father.  These,  Brethren,  are  solemn  lessons.  They  should 
teach  us  humility,  sobriety,  and  the  awful  necessity  of  constant  prepara- 
tion tor  eternity. 

'i'he  past  year  has  been  one  of  struggle  with  our  Missionary  work. 
Barely  enough  has  been  contributed  by  the  Diocese  to  keep  up  the  >Mis. 
sions  that  were  in  operation  at  our  last  C'onvention.  Notwithstanding  the 
urgent  appeals  then  made  in  behalf  of  the  congregation  at  Chapel  Hill, 
nothing  has  been  done  to  enable  either  the  Bishop  to  place  a  Missionary 
at  that  important  post,  or  the  congregation  to  complete  their  house  of 
Vv'orsliip,  which  in  its  present  unfinished  state  serves  only  as  a  tower  of 
reproach  to  the  Diocese.  It  is  true  our  pecuniary  resources  aje  some- 
what limited;  but  I  have  awful  fears  that  at  last  they  will  be  fbimd  to  have 
been  tar  less  so  than  our  love  to  God  and  man.  Be  assured,  my  dear 
Brethren,  that  we  have  not  yet  in  our  exertion  approached  either  the  true 
measure  of  our  ability,  or  righteous  demandb  of  our  trust  a^  stewards  of  the 
manifold  2raci>-<.f  (rod. 
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Altlimi^li  our  Missii)iiarv  contributions  hiivc  not  justified  any  increase 
in  our  appropriations  to  tlio  Mountain  Missions,  still  thoy  liavo  not  been 
\\ holly  a'r)aiKiont'H.  Enconraii-fd  by  a  i'ew  zealous  in^lividual  ■•,  and  i.'n- 
pcilcd  by  the  afUictino:  necessities  of  our  contiding  and  kind-heartod  moun- 
taineers, your  Bishop,  in  accordance  with  the  views  he  expressed  the  last 
year,  has  made  a  <treiujous  etibrt  to  establish  a  Missionary  family  and 
school  in  "\':ille  C'rucis."  near  the  head  of  Wata^a  River,  Ashe  County. 
In  com|)Hny  with  a  worthy  Presbyter,  he  has  purchased  a  farm  in  that 
place,  consisting  of  sufficient  land  to  sustain  the  largest  Missionary  estab- 
lisliment,  100  acres  of  which  are  under  improvement.  One  half  of  this 
tkrm  is  sccure'd  by  deed  of  trust  forever  to  the  support  of  the  Mission:  while 
tlie  avails  of  the  other  half  are  substantially  applied  to  the  same  object. 
When  purciiased,  the  iarm  had  upon  it  a  small  grist  mill  and  tannery.  We 
have  sitice  erected  a  saw  mill,  a  log  kitchen  and  dining  room,  a  log  dwel- 
ling house  containing  four  rooms,  and  a  framed  building,  GO  by  a]>out  20 
feet,  afT(»rding  two  rooms  tor  teachers  in  each  end,  with  a  large  school 
room  in  the  centre  on  the  ground  floor,  and  over  it  a  dormitory  for  boys. 
This  latter  buildinir,  tliough  not  completed,  is  to  be  ready  to  be  occupied 
about  the  middle  of  June.  The  farm  is  partially  stocked,  and  is  being  put 
in  good  order  under  the  direction  of  a  skilful  young  farmer  from  the  State 
of.N'^wYork.  Thus  {(ir  have  we  proceeded  without  any  appeal  to  the 
charities  of  Churclunen. 

In  order,  however,  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the  mission,  the  erection  of 
niisvsionary  houses,  charity  school  houses,  and  a  Chapel,  is  yet  indispensa- 
ble. I  have  not  hesitated,  therefore,  as  opportunity  oliered,  either  at  the 
North  or  in  my  own  Diocese,  to  ask  something  for  this  object.  And  a.^ 
the  estimated  expense  of  these  buildings — we  having  the  means  of  fur- 
nishing the  lumber — is  less  than  a  thousand  dollars;  and  as  I  have  receiv- 
ed already  more  than  three-tburths  of  the  sr.m  needed,  1  feel  encouraged 
to  hope  tiiat,  before  luy  return  from  Valle  Crucis  in  the  ensuing  Autumn, 
all  the  essential  })arts  of  the  establishment  will  be  completed. 

We  shall  then,  by  (lod's  blessing,  be  prepared  to  proceed  slowly  and 
quietly  upon  the  following  plan,  increasing  our  operations  as  the  Clurrch 
shall  give  us  means:  1.  To  extend  the  message  and  means  of  salvation  tor 
some  thirty  or  forty  miles  in  every  dirc^ction,  to  a  fearfully  destitute  popu- 
lation, ti.  To  give  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of  knowledge  to  poor 
children  at  and  in  the  imm.cdiate  neighborhood  of  the  establishment,  on 
any  terms  easy  to  their  respective  parents.  .S.  To  receive  into  the  es- 
tablishment and  educat(^  a  limited  mnnber  of  young  persons,  selected  from 
the  mountain  region,  on  condition  that,  for  a  certain  period  after  their  ed- 
ucation, they  shall  act,  under  our  direction,  as  teachers  and  catechists  in 
the  most  needy  mountain  settlensents.  4.  To  train  poor  boys  of  pious 
dispositions  and  |)romising  parts,  with  a  view  to  the  holy  Ministry,  or  to 
subordinate  stations  in  the  Church.  5.  To  give  Theological  instruction 
to  candidates  lor  Holy  Orders.  6.  In  connection  with  the  above,  and  as 
a  means  thereto,  to  conduct  a  Classical  and  Agricultural  School — receiv- 
ing  its  support  from  the  farm — where  boys  may  be  thoroughly  prepared 
for  Colle'>e  or  tor  any  of  the  employments  or  professions  of  life,  at  a  mod- 
erate expense,  under  the  best  influence,  and  remote  from  the  ordinary 
tcmptalioni  either  to  idleness  or  to  vice.     V.  To  prepare   and  keep  up  a 


hiodel  kvm,  as  a  guide  Ui  agriculture  and  an  incentive  to  industry  among 
the  surrounding  population. 

At  the  head  of  this  estahlishment  I  propose,  God  willing,  to  pass  a  con^ 
siderable  portion  of  every  Summer.  For  its  constant  and  efHcient  main* 
te nance,  1  have  already  engaged  the  services  of  four  or  five  of  the  best 
furnished  and  most  devoted  of  our  young  Clet^gynien,  who,  for  the  love  of 
God  and  souls,  are  willing  to  enter  upon  these  self-sacriticing  labours  for* 
a  bare  support.  These,  by  a  judicious  arrangement  of  their  duties  as 
Classical  and  Tiieological  instructers,  and  by  aid  from  the  candidates  foi* 
Orders  in  the  Classical  department,  v.'ill  be  able,  without  hindrance,  to 
c:irry  forward  the  great  obji^cts  of  the  Mission.  The  charity  schools  be^ 
ing  taught  mainly  by  pious  females  connected  with  the  establishment,  and 
the  farm  conducted  by  j)ious  men,  acting  as  Catechists,  or  Deacons,  ad- 
mitted  under  Canon  \T.  of  last  Convention.  As  a  Bishop,  however,  can* 
not  act  upon  this  Canon  without  a  resolution  of  his  Convention  requesting 
fci-n  to  do  so,  and  as  the  necessities  of  our  Diocese  in  my  view  demand 
such  action,  I  respectfully  submit  the  matter  to  the  consideration  of  this 
b"<]y. 

1  would  call  their  attention  also  to  an  act  passed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  of  this  State,  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  the  revised  Statutes,  en- 
titled Religious  Societies:"  which,  as  an  act  for  the  incorporation  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese,  requires  the  action  of  this  body,  to  be  available. 

There  is  one  other  matter  which  I  feel  bound  on  the  present  occasion 
to  present.  I  mean  the  usual  appropriation  of  most  of  our  Missionary  con- 
tributions. That  there  are  many  small  parishes  which  cannot  well  secure 
for  themselves  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  without  Missionary  aid,  is 
most  ceriain.  Bat  it  is  \Voriliy  of  consideration,  whether  a  long  and  es- 
tabiished  continuance  of  such  aid  may  not,  in  many  cases,  tend  to  keep 
back  the  real  ability  of  a  parish,— thus  foster  a  spirit  of  selDshness  in  it^ 
and  deprive  the  poor  of  their  true  portion.  Three  ways  suggest  them* 
selves  to  my  mind  as  likely  to  remedy  the  evil.  1.  That  Missionary  ap- 
propriations to  regularly  formed  pari;3hes  shoidd,  by  some  fixed  ratio,  con* 
stantly  dimini.'^h.  2.  That  after  a  certain  period,  except  in  extraordinary 
cases,  they  should  entirely  cease.  3.  That  parishes  receiving  such  aid 
should  be  satisfied  with  partial  ministrations,  suffering  these  to  be  extended 
for  a  portion  of  the  time  to  the  supply  of  poor  neighborhoods. 

Recommending  to  your  fuller  adoption  and  more  vigorous  application, 
the  plan  of  systenia'ic  charity  or  weekly  offerings;  and  supplicating  fof 
you  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  I  commend  3^ou  to  His 
guidance  and  grace.

The  undersigned  reports  that  he  commenced  the  services  of  the  Church 
early  in  Pilay  last,  and,  with  some  assistance  from  Mr.  Buxton,  a  candi- 
date  for  Orders  in  the  Diocese,  has  continued  them,  with  as  much  regu- 
larity as  circumstances  would  admit,  to  the  present  time.  His  ministra- 
tions have  been  confined,  thus  far,  to  the  Valley  of  the  Yadkin  and  the 
village  of  Lenoir.  At  both  these  places  the  congregations  are  small,  and 
likely  to  continue  so,  till  time  and  a  better  knowledge  of  our  institutions 
shall  have  worn  away  something  of  the  prejudice  which  here,  in  common 
with  all  retired  sections  of  the  country,  is  found  to  exist  against  them.  At 
Lenoir,  there  has  of  late  been  some  increase  in  the  attendance,  but  no 
addition  to  the  Communion.  At  the  Valley,  four  have  been  added  to  the 
number  of  Communicants,  which,  with  two  from  Wilkesborough,  who  en- 
joy no  other  opportunity  of  Church  i)rivileges,  amounts  to  eight.  During 
the  past  year,  one  Communicant  has  died  at  each  of  tiiese  Stations.  The

I  was  ab- 
sent  from  the  last  ot'Sei)tember  till  Christmas,  making  arrangements  tor 
the  removal  of  my  family.  I  hold  services  twice  a  month  in  Leaksville, 
once  at  the  Court  House,  and  once  near  Madison.  The  timbers  have 
been  procured  tor  the  erection  of  a  Church  in  Leaksville.  It  it  hoped  that 
it  will  be  completed  in  time  to  use  during  the  Winter.  The  workmen  will 
soon  commence  the  building.  Besides  my  regular  services  on  Sunday,  I 
hold  services  on  three  plantations  for  the  negroes,  once  a  month  at  each 
j)lace,  on  week  days.  So  far  as  I  can  judge,  with  so  short  an  acquaint- 
ance,  I  am  inclined  to  hope,  that  the  prospect  of  estalilishitig  the  Church 
in  this  County,  on  a  permanent  footing,  is  not  discouraging.  I  am  in- 
duced to  think  that  her  Services  are  growing  in  the  favor  of  the  people.

Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  ratified  the 
eighth  day  of  January,  A.  1).  1845,  and  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  entitled  Religious  Societies.

The  Joiu'nal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

1'he  Rev.  Mr.  Ridley  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  resolution  adopt- 
ed yesterday,  fixing  the  day  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  next  Annual 
Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  moving  an  amendment,  to  change  the  day 
of  meeting  to  the  last  Thursday,  instead  of  the  last  Wednesday,  of  May, 
The  motion  to  reconsider  was  negatived. 

The  Rev.  Professor  Green  submitted  the  following  Report: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report:  That 
on  a  careful  examination  of  the  Journal  of  the  Bishop,  and  of  the  Parochi- 
al  Reports,  they  find  the  number  of  Communicants  reported  at  this  Con- 
vention to  be  1772,  which,  added  to  the  number  not  reported,  say  58, 
will  make  1830, — an  increase  of  119  during  the  past  year.  This  increase 
may  appear  small,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  nearly  50  of  our 
number  have,  been  taken  away  by  the  hand  of  death,  and  about  as  many 
have  removed  from  the  Diocese. 

The  Confirmations  have  been  212. 

Baptisms — Infants  277,  Adults  63. 
5 
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Two  persons  liave  been  Ordained  Deacons,  and  four  admitted  to  the 
Priesthood. 

There  are  now  in  the  Diocese,  beside  the  Bishop,  thirty-two  Clergy- 
men, viz:  27  Priests  and  5  Deacons,  making  an  increase  of  five  over  the 
numljer  at  the  last  Convention. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  are  seven  in  number. 

Five  Congregations  have  been  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, making  fifty-five  in  all. 

With  this  numerical  increase  in  both  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  we  trust 
there  has  been  a  corresj)onding  improvement  in  the  spiritual  condition  oi 
the  Diocese.  .    ' 

Wliile  your  Committee  is  pleased  to  see  that  the  Assessments  on  the 
Congregations  for  the  Episcopate  and  Contingent  Fund  have  been  met 
with  tolerable  punctuality,  they  regret  to  state  that  the  Contributions  to 
the  Missionary  Fund,  and  that  tor  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  deceased  Clergymen,  have  fallen  far  short  both  of  the  ability  of  the  Di- 
ocese, and  of  the  need  which  calls  for  such  aid.  It  is  graiityingto  see  on 
the  part  of  one  or  two  liberal  sons  of  the  Church,  a  disposition  to  add  to 
the  principal  of  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

In  no  year  of  our  past  history  has  the  hand  of  death  made  greater  in-~ 
roads  upon  our  Communion.  In  the  decease  of  Creorge  E.  Spruill,  and 
liis  son  Thomas  Spmill,  the  Diocese  has  lost  two  sons  who  adorned  her 
Communion,  and  on  whom  she  could  have  relied  in  any  h(;ur  of  her  need. 
I\Iay  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  raise  up  others  to  fill  their  place  and 
emulate  their  virtues. 

Among  other  grounds  of  thankfulness,  and  other  evidences  of  faithful- 
ness on  the  part  of  our  Clergy,  your  Connniitee  would  not  omit  to  mention 
an  increasing  attention  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  blacks.  The  Paro- 
chial Reports  will  show  that  many  of  this  long-neglected  class  are  among 
the  baptised  and  the  confirmed  reported  to  this  Convention. 

The  Committee  deems  it  their  duty  once  more  to  express  their  regret 
that  so  few  of  the  Parochial  Reports  state  the  number  of  Sunday  Scholars 
or  Catechumens  in  the  different  Congregations.  If  there  be  any  one  fea- 
ture in  our  Church  more  commendable  than  the  rest,  it  is  the  ample  pro- 
vision which  she  makes  for  the  training  of  the  joung.  No  Pastor  can 
consider  his  task  as  tailhfully  fullilied,  unless  he  tends  with  care  the  lambs 
of  his  flock. 

The  "Formula  of  a  Parochial  Report,"  prepared  by  order  of  the  last 
Convention,  assigns  no  place  for  the  Catechumens  of  each  Congregation. 
The  Committee  would  therefore  recommend,  that  the  Bishop  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  said  Formula,  and  otherwise  so 
to  amend  it  as  may  in  his  view  best  adapt  it  to  the  end  for  which  it  was 
designed. 

Accompanying  this  Report  is  a  "Tabular  View"  of  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  which  the  Committee  recommend  to  be  published 
with  the  Journals.  Such  a  statement  from  year  to  year  could  hardly  fail 
to  be  an  object  of  interest  and  usefulness  to  the  Diocese. 

There  arc  two  objects  now  appealing  to  the  liberality  of  the  Diocese, 
and  which  therefore  (h-mand  some  notice  from  your  Committee,  viz:  the 
uiifinished  Church  at  Ciinpel  Hill,  and  the  Mission  School  about  to  be  es-

taWished  in  the  Valley  of  the  Wataga.  Both  these  undertakinirs  are  wor- 
thy  of  the  Diocese,  and  are  truitlul  in  the  protnise  of  good.  The  growing 
prosperity  of  the  University  of  the  State,  and  the  many  tacilities  which  it 
presents  for  imparting  a  sound  education,  point  it  out  as  the  place  where 
our  sons  are  to  be  titled  for  usefulness  in  life.  Is  it  the  part,  then,  of  the 
Church,  to  leave  them  for  four  of  the  most  important  years  of  their  lives 
without  those  holy  incitemejits  and  restraints  which  her  stated  services  a- 
lonc  can  supply?  On  this  point  the  duty  of  Churchmen  is  so  manifest  that 
it  is  deemed  needless  to  add  any  thing  further. 

That  our  Bishop  may  have  all  success  in  his  pious  undertaking  to  bene- 
fit the  Western  portion  of  the  State,  and  raise  up  future  Pastors  for  the 
Diocese,  is,  we  doubt  not,  the  prayer  of  every  member  of  our  Communion. 
And  that  he  may  be  furnished  with  the  necessary  means  for  the  com- 
mencement of  his  work,  all  should  willingly  contribute  of  the  ability  which 
is  given  to  them. 

By  a  Canon  of  the  last  General  Convention,  a  discretionary  power  is 
given  to  the  Bishop  to  Ordain  Deacons  with  less  qualifications  "than  were 
previously  required,  provided  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese  requests  him 
so  to  do.  In  accordance  with  that  provision,  your  Committee  recommend 
that  such  request  be  now  made  of  our  Bishop,  by  the  adoption  of  the  Ibl- 
lowing  Resoiutionj 

"Whereas,  the  Geneml  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon,  allowing 
to  each  Bishop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions,  a  due  discretion 
in  the  calling,  trial  and  examination  of  Deacons,  whenever  he  should  be 
requested  so  to  do  by  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese:  Therefore, 

^^Resohrd,  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  request  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese^  to  use  the  discretion  allow^ed  in  said  Canon,  so  flir  as  may  seem 
to  him  lor  the  glorj  of  God  and  the  good  of  his  Church."

On  motion  the  Report  was  received,  and  ordered  to  be  inserted  on  the 
Journal,  together  with  the  Tabular  Statement.*  And  the  preamble  and 
resoUjtion  appended  to  the  Report  were  adopted. 

Dr.^F.  J.  Hill  moved  to  rescind  the  P^esolution  adopted  at  the  last  An- 
inual  Convention,  which  directs  the  printing  of  the  Constitution,  Canons, 
land  Resolutions  in  force,  with  the  Journal  of  every  Convention.  Motion 
negatived. 

The  Rev,  Mr.  Buxton  presented  the  following  Report: 

REPORT  of  the  Missionary  CommlUee. 

The  Committee  respectfully  report:  That  Missionary  work,  in  com- 
mon  with  other  good  works,  being  in  its  nature  of  steady  and  quiet  per- 
formance,  can  atford  but  little  material  for  an  Annual  Report.  They 
ihave  only  to  lament,  that,  from  whatever  cause,  the  number  of  Missiona- 
iries  and  the  offerings  intended  for  their  support,  although  now  increasing, 
ido  not  yet  meet  the  reasonable  expectations  of  the  Church.  As  the  short- 
poming  may,  to  a  certain  extent,  originate  in  the  want  of  information  on

.,ic  princij)les  which  govern   the    Committee,  and  on  the  extent  of  their 
powers,  it  may  be  useful  to  spread  bel'un^  the  Church  such  intbrmation  on 
these  points  as  the  need  may  require.     The  Convention  of  18^30,  which 
resolved  the  Missionary  Society  into   a   Conventional  Committee,  defined 
neither  its  principles  nor  its   powers.     These   were  left  to  be  inferred  by 
the  Committee  from  the  settled  doctrines  and  usages  of  tlie  Church.    The 
records  of  primitive  rule  and  practice  in  the  matter  were  found  to  be  full. 
The  Council  of  Antioch,  says  an  approved  Historian,  has  several  Canons 
to  this  purpose — that  all  the  oblations  of  tl^e  Church  shall  be  dispensed  at 
the  will  and  discretion  of  the  Bishop.     Those  called  the  Apostolical  Can 
ons  and  Constitutions,  speak  of  the   same    power;  and  Cyprian  notes  that 
all  who  received  maintenance  from  the  Church,  had  it,  "Episcopo  dispen 
sante,"  hy  the  order  and  appointment  of  the  Bishop.     He  indeed  did  not 
dispense  with  his  own  hands,  but  by  proper  assislanis;  and  it  is  noticed  u 
the  practice  of  St.  Austin,  that  neither  seal   nor  key  were   found  in  hi 
hands,  but  some  of  his  Clergy  were  always  his  administrators;  yet  he  had 
certain  times  to  audit  their  accounts, — so  that  ail  was  still  his  act,  though 
administered  and  dispensed   by  others.     And  this   was  agreeable  to  the 
rule  and  practice  of  the  Apostles,  to  whose  care  and  custody  the  people' 
oblations  and  things  consecrated  to  God  were  committed.     They  appoint 
ed  Deacons  to  be  their  assistants,  as  Bishops  afterwards  did — still  retain 
ing  power  in  their  own  hands  to  direct  and  regulate  them  in  the  disposal 
of  the  public  charity,  as  prime  Stewards  of  God's  revenue  and  chief  mas. 
ters  of  his  household.     In  the  writings  of  the  Fointh  and  Fifth  Centuries, 
continues  our  Historian,  we  frequently  meet  with  an  ofiicer  in  the  Church, 
variously  styled.     His  office  was  to  manage  the  revenue  of  the  whole  Di- 
ocese, under  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop.     But  upon  the  general  conver- 
sion of  Heathens,  and  consequent  augmentation  of  every  Diocese  and  oi 
Church  offerings,  it  was  tbund  necessary  to   institute   officers  on  purpose 
and  set  them  over  this  affair,  under  the  nam.e  of  Stewards  of  the  Church, 
Some  think  these  were  instituted  to  avoid  suspicion,  and  in  some  Church 
es  there  is  no  question  but  it  was  so.     In  the   Council  of  Chalcedon,  Ave 
find  the  following  decree:    "That  forasmuch   as  we   arc  informed  that  ir 
some  Churches  the  Bishops  alone   administered  the   Ecclesiastical  reve. 
nues,  without  any  Stewards,  we  now  ordain,  that  every  Church  having  £ 
Bishop  should  also   have    Stewards  of  her  own  Clergy,  to  manage  the 
Church  offerings,  by  the  direction  of  the   Bishop, — that  so  there  may  b( 
witnesses  of  the  right  administration  of  them,  and  by  that  means  neithe] 
the  Church's  offerings  be  diverted,  nor  any  scandal  or  reproach  brough 
upon  the  Priesthood."     Of  this  subsidiary  and  protective  character  is  thd 
Arch  Deaconry  in  the  Church  of  England.     The  incumbent  of  that  otiice 
serves  the  two-told  end  of  an  assistant  to  his  Bishop  and  of  a  witness  to  his 
fidelity. 

From  this  brief  notice  of  Catjiolic  principles  and  usage  in  the  disposal 
of  the  Church  offerings,  the  position  of  the  parties  respectively  may  be 
clearly  seen. 

First.  Each  individual  member,  and  on  the  fust  day  of  the  week,  lays 
by  in  store  as  God  has  prospered  him. 

Secondly.  'J'hesc  ofl'criijgs  pass  ir.to  the  custody  of  the  Stewards  of  the 
Church,  under  whatever  title  these  Stewards  may  be  known. 


Thirdly.  These  Stewards  serve  the  dou])lo  end  of  assistants  to  the  Bish- 
op  in  dispensing  the  offerings,  and  witnesses  ot'hls  iidelity. 

We  need  but  arraign  our  Missionary  organization  before  these  authori- 
tative tests,  in  order  to  perceive  its  near  if  not  immediate  proximity  to 
primitive  usage. 

Even  on  those  points  where  discrepancy  exists,  such  discrepancy,  it  will 
be  perceived,  has  originated  in  pacific  concession  to  the  popular  will.  The 
offerings  pass  into  the  hands  of  a  Treasurer  appointed  by  the  Convention. 
He  pays  out  only  under  order  of  the  Secretary,  who  himself  is  annually 
and  likewise  appointed.  The  Bishop,  ex  officio,  is  Chairman  of  the  Stew- 
ards, and  his  recommendation,  though  not  the  law,  is  yet  the  acceptable 
guidance  of  the  Committee.  Your  Committee  believe  that  the  practical 
workinc'  of  the  system  is  every  way  ejititled  to  the  confidence  of  the 
Church'^  and  were  the  offerings  as  liljerally  conceived  and  as  punctually 
made  as  when  received  they  are  taithtully  dispensed,  a  brighter  prospect 
would  soon  unfold  and  cheer  the  hearts  of  us  all. 

The  funds  placed  within  the  control  of  the  Committee  during  the  past 
year,  including  a  balance  on  hand  of  $103  79  at  the  last  Report,  amount 
to  $1,662  07.  Of  this  sum  8770  have  been  applied  to  the  payment  of 
salaries  for  Missionary  services  rendered  prior  to  the  Convention  of  1844, 
and  $575  towards  salaries  for  the  present  year, — leaving  on  hand  $317 
07,  exclusive  of  offerings  which  may  come  in  at  this  Convention. 

The  Congregations  which  have  been  aided  in  the  support  of  their  Min- 
isters the  past  year,  are  those  of  Kinston,  Waynesborough,  and  Pitt  Coun- 
ty, under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hughes.  St.  Luke's,  Christ  Church, 
St.  Andrew's,  Rowan  County,  Lexington,  Davidson  County,  and  Mocks- 
ville,  Davie  County,  under  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  with  his  Assist, 
ant,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walker.  Calvary  Church,  Wadesborough,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Geer.  St.  Matthew's  and  St.  3Lary's,  Orange 
County,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis.  St.  Bartholomew's 
and  Deep  River,  Chatham  County,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Thurston.  St.  John's,  Williamsborough,  and  Franklin  County,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ridley.  St.  Luke's,  Lincolnton,  and  Grace 
Church,  Morganton,  St.  John's  Chapel,  Charlotte,  and  White  Haven,  Lin- 
coln County,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Olmsted.  St.  Thomas's, 
Trinity,  Zion  Chapel,  and  St.  John's,  Beaufort,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Stoughton.  Wataga,  Ashe  County,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  IVIr. 
Prout. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

C.  P.  Maliett  were  duly  elected. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Morning  Service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Green,  and  a  Sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Mason,  from  1st  Coriothians,  13th  eh.  and  13th  verse. 
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4  o'clock  p.  m. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis,  trom  the  Committee  on  Canons,  stated  tliat  it  was 
not  practicable  to  consider  the  whole  subject  at  this  session,  moved  that 
the  Committee  be  continued  till  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  instruc- 
tions then  to  report. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  F.  J.  Hill,  the  7th  Canon  was  amended,  by  requiring 
applications  ihv  admission  ot'  new  Conoregations  to  state  the  place  where 
the  Congregation  is  formed,  as  well  as  the  name  assunKui.     [See  Canons.] 

The  lies.  Dr.  Mason  presented  the  following  Report: 

REPORT  of  the  Librarian. 

The  Librarian  of  the  Diocesan  Library  begs  leaA'e  to  report:  That  lie 
has  received  no  donations  of  money  or  books  to  the  Library  since  the  last 
Convention;  that  the  Bishop  has  purchased,  from  the  funds  then  on  hand, 
Wateriand's  Works,  at  a  cost  of  ^21,  and  that  there  is  now  remaining  $7 
fur  further  appropriation.  R.  S.  MASON,  Librarian. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  S.  J.  Baker,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  have  print- 
ed and  distributed,  1000  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  Monday  morning,  6  o'clock. 

At  Night,  Evening  Service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  and  a  Sermon  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Bishop,  from  the  Epistle  of  St.  Paul  the  Apostle  to  the  He- 
brews,  3d  chapter  and  14th  verse.  After  which,  the  holy  rite  of  Con- 
firmation was  administered  to  23  white  and  3  colored  persons. 

On  Sunday,  Morning  Service  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  and  a  Sermon 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  from  the  9th  chapter  and  4th  verse  of  the  Cospel 
according  to  St.  John.  Alter  Sermon,  Mr.  Robert  Parham,  a  Candidate 
for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Diocese,  was  ordained  Deacon;  and  the  Rev.  J.  R. 
Lee,  and  the  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Watson  w-ere  ordained  Priests — the  Rev. 
Drs.  Mason  and  Drane,  the  Rev.  Professor  Green,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bux- 
ton,  concurring  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
then  administered  by  the  Bishop. 

In  the  Afternoon,  Service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Parham,  and  a  Sermon  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Green,  from  1st  Chronicles,  part  of  the  9th  verse  of  the  28th 
chapter. 

At  Night,  Service  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop,  and  a  Sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Curtis,  from  the  Epistle  of  Paul  the  Apostle  to  the  Romans,  10th  ch. 
and  part  of  the  15th  with  the  17th  verse.  After  which  a  Collection  ill 
aid  of  the  Diocesan  Missions  was  made,  amounting  to  $131. 

Monday  Morxixg,  6  o'clock. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Prayers  were  read  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Journal  of  Saturday  was  read  and  appro\*ed. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Lippitt,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  turnish  tlie  Right  Rev.  Bishop,  and  Messrs. 
J.  W.  Wright  a)id  George  W.  Mordecai  with  each  a  copy  of  the  Re>4alu. 
lion  adopted  on  Friday  hist,  appointing  tiieni  Trustees;  and  that  the  copies 
be  tested  by  the  President  of  the  Convention.  And  that  said  'J'rustees  take 
such  legal  advice  in  the  execution  of  their  trust  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

There  being  no  further  business  betbre  the  Convention,  the  members 
united  in  singing  a  part  of  the  99lh  Selection  of  Psalms,  and  in  Prayer 
and  blessing  by  the  Bishop.  And  then  the  Convention  adjourned  to  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  the  next  Annual  Session.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recofrnisos, 
and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episco|)al  Church 
ot'the  Lnited  ^States,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  at 
such  time  and  place  as  rnay  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  Each 
regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  with  a  parochial 
charge  in  this  State;  or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or  Instructer  of  youth, 
in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State;  or  being  a  Missionary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Convention;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually  and  canonically  a  resi- 
dent of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate  for  orders  belonging  to 
this  diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  Con- 
vention. Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a 
member,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall 
be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  by  the  Congregation,  from 
among  the  niembers  of  such  Congregation.  Provided  however,  that  no 
one  person  sliall  be  the  Delegate  of  more  than  one  Church  or  Congrega- 
tion at  the  same  Convention.  Provided  also,  that  thin  Article  shall  not 
exclude  from  the  C'onvention  any  Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  con- 
tinuc  to  be  a  resident  in  this  Slate,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Ever)'  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Pra3'er,  and  a  Sermon,  which 
shall  be  delivTred  by  nom^  Clergyman  who  has  been  nomiuatexj  \ry  tho 
Ecfcltsiaslic'al  authority  of  the  Church. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

A  President  shall  be  annually  appointod,  who  sdiall  preside  in  all  mopt- 
ings  of  the  Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall  be  present,  when  he 
shall,  ex  ojjlcioj  be  President. 

ARTICLE  VL 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each  Minister  and 
Vestry,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  this 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  per- 
sons, shall  be  anmnilly  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
mit Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bishop,  thev 
shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testimonials  of  foreign  Clergymen.  They 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  transact  all  other 
business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  till  any  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise, 
during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all  times 
be  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  be  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  communicant  oi^  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when  it  shall 
be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Cliurch  or  Congregation,  or  l)y  any 
one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congregations.  And  wheii 
it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  and  in  the 
latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  oi'ders  shall  be  necessary  to  make  a 
decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  of  the'Convention 
shall  be  required,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both  Clerical  and  Lay, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X, 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  tbllowing 
manner:  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by  ballot, 
some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  appointment 
be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the 
above  mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a  majority  of  each  order 
shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  en- 
titled  to  Votes  be  prerjont,  and  two-thirdhi  of  all  the  Congregations  entitled 


« 
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to  votf-s  b(*  roprescdtod;  nthi^rwiso   two-tliirds  of  the  Votes  of  each  order 
sliall  he  iiecessaty  to  determi/ie  the  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Til  is  Constitution  sliall  not  ])e  aherod  or  amended,  exeept  by  the  con. 
current  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual  meet, 
infr  of  the  Conventi')n — such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the  pre- 
ceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Each  Clnu'ch  or  Congregation  in  this  Diorese,  which  is  now  a  member 
or  shall  hereafter  lie  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  elect  by  its  Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  authorised  by  the  third  Ar- 
ti<;ie,  four  Alternate  IJeJegaies,  to  iill  any  vacancy  in  the  delegation  elect 
in  the  ordei"  of  their  election.

Protestant  lEplsfopdl  Church  in  A^orth  Carolina. 


CANON  I.—Passed  April  1817. 

Of  Prescnlmeufs;, 

Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Church,  for  misbehaviour,  shall  be 
on  presentment,  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the  Vestry  of 
the  Parish  to  which  the  Clergyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or  more  Prcsby- 
teis  of  the  Church.  In  every  presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall 
be  distinctly  specified. 

CANON  II.—Passed  April  1817. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman, 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Presbvtors, 
who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  tor  trying  the  accused  person.  The 
Bishop  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least  a 
month's  notice  sliall  be  given  to  the  party  accused;  nnd  should  he  neglect 
or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The  Board  thus  constitutpcj, 
shall  rxanu'ne  fully,  the  cliargt^s  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute  and  accurate*" 
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iTCord  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  wcry  question  and  pro- 
cei'diiig  thai  comes  belure  them.  No  charge  shall  be  substantiated  on  the 
testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  examination  of  any  witness, 
should  the  accused  j)arty  require  it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  admin- 
i.stere(i  by  a  magistrate.  In  all  questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  a  di'cisi(;n.  Having  come  to  a  decision  on  the  charge  or  charges 
respectively,  the  Board  shall  communicaie  their  decision  to  the  Bishop — 
and  also,  in  case  they  have  tound  the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A  cerlilied  coj)y  of  the  record  of 
their  proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the 
case  be  iinal. 

CANON  III.— Passed  April  1817. 
Of  the  sentence  to  be  pronounced  on  a  Clergyman  found  guilty  of  Mishe- 

ha  clour. 
This  sentence  ma^'  be   admonition,   suspension,   degradation  from  the 
ministry,  or  excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  and 
communicated  to  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IV.— Passed  April  1819. 

Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Special  ConvenJiotu 
W  hen  a  Special  Convcniion  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary  in  issuiijg  the  notiiications,  to  specify  therein  the  business  and  purpo. 
ses  for  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  v.— Passed  April  1819. 
Concerning  Parochial  Regisfers  and  Reports. 
Tn  order  to  give  etii^ct  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  in 
1808,  it  is  hereby  required  that  each  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a 
register  of  all  the  Baptisms,  iVIarriages,  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him 
in  rhe  disciiarge  of  his  Mirdstry;  s})ecitying  the  names  of  the  parties  mar- 
ried, the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptised,  with  the  names 
of  the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried,  and  the  time  when 
each  lite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  transcribed,  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  tor  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the 
Vestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of 
the  Communicants  within  his  care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
Minister  to  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
lion,  the  amount  or  sum  total  of  said  registers,  and  also  the  amount  of  the 
register  of  adults  required  to  be  kept  by  the  aforesaid  Canon  of  the  Gene- 
ral Ccmvention,  together  with  a  written  account  of  the  state  of  the  Parish. 
Which  reports  shall  be  by  the  Bishop  communicated  to  the  Convention, 
and  read  in  their  presence,  in  order  to  pr!)mote  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  the  Church;  and  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  S(>cre- 
tary  among  the  records  of  the  Con\ention. 

CANON  VI.— Passed  April  1819. 

The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the   Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the 
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Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  at' the  Chnrch,  this 
duty  is  herel)y  enjoined  on  them.  At  the  openino;  of  each  Convention, 
the  names  ot'  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein  shall  be  called  over,  the 
absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  Convention  they  shall  be  called  upon 
lor  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  VII. — Passed  Mat  1842,  is  the  room  of  the  oyr.  passep 

May  1821. 

Of  the  Forming  of  a  Congregation* 

Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  Conirregafion  of 
this  Church,  and  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  by  consent, 
ing  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  these 
United  States,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  }yy  the  Constittrtion 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  by  assuming  a  name  to  desig- 
nate such  Congregation;  by  electing  a  Vestry  of  foor  or  more  persons,  not 
exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribing  the  following  form  of  Certificate,  ta 
be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese: 

We,  the  undersiiined,  being  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  fornnng  onr- 
selves  into  a  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chiirch  in  theser 
United  States,  do  certify  that  we  have  consented  to  be  governed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Chjirch,  as  set  forth  in  General  Conven- 
tion, and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

that  we  have  assumed  the  name  ol ,  [here  should  tbllow  the  name 

and  place,]  and  have  elected  the  following  persons  Vestrymen,  to-Avit: 
[names  of  Vestrymen.]  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  subscribed  our 
names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  ot"our  Lord . 

CANON  VIII.— Passei>  May  1824. 

Respecting  Annual  Contributions, 

An  annual  contribution  S'hall  be  made  by  each  Corrgregation  irr  this  Di* 
ocese,  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  tFte  Bishops  visitations,  and  the 
contingent  charges  of  the  Convention,  ami  likewise  to  furnish  our  quota 
to  the  contingent  expense*  of  the  Generisl  Cofrrention;  which  sutns  shall 
be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Cowveutiapj  as  they  shall  be  received, 

CANON  IX.— Passed  May  1824. 

Respecting  t1%c  Bislwp^s  authority  to  change  the  place  of  hdding  the  Con^ 

vent  ion. 

In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  snj  other  sufficient  cause, 
shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  maj  change  the  place  of  meeting 
appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  X.— Passed  April  1825. 

To  appoint  a  Treasurer^  and  to  prescribe  his  Duties. 

A  Treasuror  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He  shalf 
have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and  fchall 
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render  to  the  Convention  an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  entrusted  to 
him.  The  said  Treasurer  shall,  ex  officio,  receive  all  money  trom  the 
Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  Fund  tor  the  Episcopate,  as  it  may  he 
collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interest  and  dividends  thereon,  in  the 
Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CANON  XL— Passed  May  1827. 

Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  Money  hclonging  to  Convention. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  in 
stock,  or  put  out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may  deem  most  advan- 
tageous, all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated,  and  all 
Kums  received  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XII.— Passed  May  1830. 

Pointing  out  the  Additional  Duties  of  the  Secretary.         ' 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  Convention,  during  its  sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the  same  purpose, 
six  copies  of  the  printed  Journals  of  Convention.  These  papers  the  Se- 
cretary shall  ca.use  to  be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CANON  XIII— Passed  May  1830. 

On  the  Election  of  a  Bishop . 

The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  vacancy 
has  occurred  in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  vote  in 
the  election  of  the  next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question 
touching  such  election. 

CANON  XIV.— Passed  May  1841. 

Relating  to  the  Standing  Committee, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold 
meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese; and  this  Canon  is  hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each  member 
of  the  same,  to  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  each 
Annual  Convention.

Resolved^  That  with  the  consent  of  liis  Vestry,  it  be  the  duty  of  every 
settled  Clergyman,  not  having  nriore  than  two  Congregations  in  his  Paro- 
chial Cure,  lo  devote  one  iSiniday  in  every  three  months  to  Missionary  la- 
bor, and  that  the  Bishop  have  the  power  of  regulating  the  time  and  place 
of  service.  [Ado2/t.ed  May  1832.]

Resolved,,  That  the  Vestries  of  such  Churches  in  this  Diocese  as  may 
be  destitute  of  Clergymen,  be  requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  at 
least  one  month  betbre  the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  a  report 
of  the  state  and  condition  of  said  Churches.     [Adopted  June  1835.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  his  Report,  th»^ 
list  of  those  Congregations  which  have  failed  or  may  hereafter  fail  to  pny 
the  sums  assessed  ibr  the  Bishops  Salary  and  C^ontingent  Fmid,  in  the 
hope,  that  upon  such  deficiency  being  brought  to  their  notice,  they  may 
transmit  the  same  promptly.     [Adoplcd  May  l^'M'),\ 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  Committee  appointed  at  this  and  at  each 
succeeding  Convention,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  v.'ho  shall  be  ex  officio 
Chairman,  and  also  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  both  residing  at  Ra- 
le i"''h. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  hereby  appointed,  shall  be  called  "the 
Committee  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergynien,  and  of  the  Widows  an<l 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen;"  and  that  it  be  their  duty  to  apply  any 
moneys  raised  under  these  resolutions,  to  the  relief  of  such  disabled  Cler- 
gymen, and  to  the  relief  of  such  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergy. 
nien,  as  they  may  deem  proper  objects  for  the  assistance. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee,  to  ascertam  the  a. 
mount  of  money  which  will  probably  be  wanted  in  each  succeeding  year 
for  these  purposes,  and  to  report  to  each  Cleruyman  the  respective  cases, 
and  also  the  amount  which  will  be  needed  from  their  respective  Cures. 
It  beinrr  understood  that  these  amounts  are  to  be  estimated  by  the  ratio  of 
the  present  assessment.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  event  of  there 
being  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made.

KesoJi'ed,  Tliat  it  l>e  recommended  to  every  Cierrrymnn,  to  procure  an- 
nually the  sum  of  at  least  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books,  ti)r  the  increase 
of  said  Library. 

Resolved,  'J'hat  each  Clergyman  present  the  Lil^iarian  with  a  list  of  the 
Books  in  his  own  oi  in  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  duplicates 
may  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply  for  any 
needed  set  of  books.     \^Adopted  May  184 L] 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standiiiir  Committees,  there 
shall  be  one  aj>poinied  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  tiie  Committee  on 
the  Admission  of  new  Congregations.     [Adopted  May  1842.] 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  tliis  Diocese,  having  a  Pai'ochial 
Cure,  be  hereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  Congregation,  in  a  public  dis. 
course  at  least  once  a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie  to 
contribute  trom  our  means,  on  the  principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  re- 
commended by  the  Bishop  and  adopted  by  the  Diocese.

Trustees  for  said  Church,  to  receive  donations,  and  to  purchase,  take,  and

vised Statutes,  entitled  Religious  Societies.     [Adopted  May  1845.] 
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1.  The  organization  of  the  Convention  by  the  President. 

2.  Tiie  Conveniion  shall  then  proceed  to  appoint  a  Secretary  by  ballot, 
8.  The  Committees  on  the  State  ot*  the  Church,  and  of  Finance,  each 

consisting  of  five,  and  all  Special  Committees,  shall  next  be  appointed,

10.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

11.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  de- 
bate, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  confine 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  betbre  the 
Convention,  unless  seconded;  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing  and  read 
by  the  Secretary. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
made  excej)t  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  it:  a  motion  to 
adjourn,  however,  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  ])e  decided  without 
debate.  A  question  on  amendment  must  be  decided  before  the  original 
motion. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Convention:  Provided  always,  that  any  member  of  the 
Convention  voting  in  favor  of  any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  a  reconsideration  of  said  vote. 

15.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention, 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

16.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair.
